Atlantic Seaboard Lashed

Death, terror and destruc- 


tion rode Thursday on the tail 
of the maddest storm to strike 
the Atlantic seaboard in many 
years. 


Death toll went well over a dozen 


with the derailment early Thursday 
morning of Southern Railway's Cres- 
cent limited as it hurtled a rain-soak- 
ed bridge spanning Anacostia river 
near Washington. 


An engineer and firemen were kill- 


ed. Thirteen passengers of the crew 
went to hospitals with injuries.

Train Wreck 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)—The Crescent 


limited, crack Southern Railway pas- 
senger train en route from New York 
to New Orleans, carried two engine 
men to death early Thursday and sent 
13 passengers and members of the crew 
to hospitals when it derailed over a 
swollen stream near here. 


A weakened bridge over the east- 


ern branch of the Anacostia river, 
just outside of the capital, caused the 
disastrous wreck. Engine of the pas- 
senger train left the rails, plunging 
into a mud bank with operating cab 
submerged in the stream. 


Engineer A. H. Bride of Washing- 


ton, 
and J. H. Faye, of Perryville, 


Maryland, fireman, were killed. 


A mail car and one coach hurled 


ahead of the engine, landing diagon- 
ally across the tracks. A "dead-head" 
car was thrown into the stream and 
was almost completely submerged. 


Four other cars hung precariously to 


the road bed, which were saved from 
a worse crash by couplings binding 
them together. 


Several of the passengers injured

that may be 


spent by the state commission for 
this purpose, providing the require- 
ments of the work relief policy are 
met.

groin (hut would give all rural schools

Why People Run Off 
From Home Explained 


"Hysterical Fugue" Is Name Doctors Give to Strange 


Disappearances

At a recent meeting- of the American Medical Association, 


considerable interest was given to a report by Dr. L. H. 
Zieglcr of a condition called hysterical fugues. 


For some hundreds of years theS 


nature of hysteria has been recog- 
nized by physicians. During hyster- 
ical conditions various functions of 
the human body 
are 
disordered. 


Many of the usual activities of every- 
day life are disturbed, so that there 
are queer performances during eat- 
ing, sleeping, working, remembering, 
listening or talking. 


The word "fugue" comes from a 


Latin word meaning flight. The chief 
manifestation of hysterical fugue is 
the fact that the patient leaves home 
and makes a journey that cannot be 
justified by any reasonable motive. 
After the attack, the person who has 
been affected wakes up on an un- 
known road or in some strange place. 


Strange Casts 


As long ago as 1885, physicians list- 


ed three chief symptoms as typical of 
the fugue: 


1—An irresistible impulse to travel. 
2—The fact that the travel is ac- 


complished without, any accident and 
in an intelligent manner. 


3—When the patient wakes up he 


has complete loss of memory as to 
what, occurred during the flight. 


Readers will remember a recent case 


of this character, involving an im- 
portant individual, namely, that of 


Col. Raymond Robins who left his 
home and was found some weeks later 
without any memory of the time that 
had passed from thedate of his disap- 
pearance until his discovery. 


Due to Temperament 


The dramatic character of this con- 


dition is such as to make it attract 
much attention. It is Dr. Ziegler's be- 
lief that the hysterical flight is caused 
by conflicts of temperament in the 
home and the development of per- 
sonal problems of considerable magni- 
tude, which the patient is unable to 
solve. 


It was interesting that two of the 


patients had on an earlier occasion 
been associated with occupations in 
which travel and adventure are com- 
mon. 


It is. of course, easy for the average 


person to suggest that the person who 
makes such a flight is "putting on" or 
malingering, but physicians know that 
these conditions actually do occur and 
that it is highly desirable in such cases 
to make a careful study of the con- 
dition, and to explain to the patient 
the naure of the attacks and thereby, 
in most instances, to bring about a

Remove Thin Skin 


There is a thin film over the out- 


side flesh of a pepper that is quite in- 
digestible. This should be removed 
no matter how the pepper is to bo 
served. To do this, clip pepper in 
scalding water and let stand two min- 
utes. Dip into cold water and rub off 
the thin coaling. 


Remember, too, that even in sweet 


peppers the seeds are bitey and bu 
sure thai all the seeds and white fiber 
are removed before serving in any 
fashion.

Raw sweet peppers can be filled with 


almost any wanted salad combination. 
From fruit to fish, the delicate spici- 
ness of sweet peppers blends appetiz- 
ingly. A fruit salad garnished with 
filled sweet pepper rings gains nour- 
ishment as well as interest. Blend 
soft cream cheese with finely chopped 
nuts. Pack in well shaped sweet pep- 
pers which have been blanched and 
freed from pith and seeds. Let stand 
on ice for several hours to chill and 
become firm. Cut in slices about one- 
lialf inch thick and serve one or two 
liccs on each salud.

Wash Suits Properly Laundered

Too often careless cooking .sends to 


our tables potatoes which have lost 


mull of their natural food value. Sim- 


ple as potato cookery is, it neverthe- 
less requires thought and vigilance to 
prepare perfectly even sn common a 
dish as plain boiled potatoes. 


Children generally like potatoes and 


if the vegetable is properly cooked it 
gives good rcutrns for the money in- 
vested. The time-honored combina- 
tion of "-neat and potatoes" is found- 
ed on merit, Irish potatoes arc low in 
vitamin A, medium in B and good in 
C. They also contain an alkaline salt 
which is beneficial in offsetting the 
acid-forming salts of meat. Herein 
lies their value as an accompaniment 
to meals. They aid materially in re- 
ducing (lie acid condition of the body 
and tend to keep it in good condition. 
Potatoes resemble the dark cereals as 
a source of iron. One medium sized 
potato yields the same amount if iron 
grams as one slice of beef 2 3-4 by 
1 1-2 by 3-4 inches. 


Saving Mineral Water 


The following suggestions will help 


you to prepare potatoes -so as to gel 
the greatest percentage of food value. 
When potatoes arc pared and allowed 
to stand in cold water before cooking, 
much of the protein and mineral mat- 
ter is lost. Mineral matter is wasted, 
too, when potatoes arc peeled and put 
on to cook in cold water. Peeled po- 
tatoes cooked in boiling water and 
Halted when almost done lose less of 
their food valoe, bdt impeded pota- 
toes, baked or steamed, lose none of 
the food value. Boiled potatoes should 
be cooked in as little water as possible 
in a closely covered sauce pan. 


Potatoes for boiling may, of course, 


be peeled or unpeeled, but since val- 
uable mineral salts and nutriments are 
lost in the water during cooking when 
potatoes are peeled, it's advisable to 
cook them in their "jackets." If po- 
tatoes are preferred cooked without 
the skins, they should be pared as 
thinly as possible and (he water in 
which they are cooked used in tho 
meat gravy or a soup for some other 
meal. 


With potatoes so scare and high 


this year, it behooves efery homemak- 
er to make the most of this vegetable 
and avoid all loss of food value and 
waste of material.

'Open Shop'Phrase 


Banned in Codes 


Industries Cannot Write 


Agreements to Suit 
Selves, Says Johnson 


WASHINGTON-(<ip)-Any and all 


attempts of industries to interpret in 
their codes the collective bargaining 
labor section of the recovery act were 
ruled out of order tonight by Hugh S. 
Johnson, the administrator. 


By settling the long-disputed ques- 


tion, the administrator put the bitum- 
inous coal and automobile industries 
on notice that their codes, now pend- 
ing, must be altered to eliminate pro- 
posed qualifications of the law which 
guarantees to labor the right to or- 
ganize in any way it desires for ne- 
gotiating with employers. 


The administrator's statement, con- 


curred in by Donald R. Richberg, 
NRA's general attorney, said, how- 
ever, that "the law does not prohibit 
the existence pf a local labor organ- 
ization, which may be called a com- 
pany union and is composed only of 
the employes of one company." 


No immediate reaction to the state- 


ment was 
forthcoming from 
the 


spokesmen for industry, but officials 
predicted it would 
clear the air of 


much of the controversy between cap- 
ital and labor. 


The statement came at the end of a 


perplexing day for the NRA during 
which no one attempted to fix defi- 
nitely the state of Johnson's negotia- 
tions to bring the coal and automobile 
industries under codes quickly. 


President Roosevelt was described 


by Simpson as watching every devel- 
opment carefully and as standing be- 


hind the insistence of Johnson that 
conflicting elements of the two in- 
dustries must come together quickly to 
take their place in the recovery pro- 
gram.

Although the steel industry, which 


operates a so-called company union or 
organization of each plants' employes, 
and other industries now under codes 
had been forced by the administration 
to withdraw their proposed interpreta- 
tions of the controversal section 7, the 
automobile an non-union segments of 
the coal groups had steed by their 
guns. 


Only today the National Automobile 


Chamber of Commerce submitted a re- 
vision to its code stating flatly that an 
"open shop" means employes need not 
be affiliated with a union.

Safely Out 


MARSHALL, Ark.—Panic prevailed 


for several minutes in the courtroom 
here Tuesday afternoon during the 
trial of D. A, Treece, charged with the 
murder of W. W. Finley. 


Rupert Barry, aged about 25, drew 


two pistols and held the crowded 
courtroom, Including officers, at bay 
and then calmly walked down the 
stairs to the courtyard. 


It is believed that Barry became ex- 


cited when N. A. McBridc, uncle of 
Leland Henley, who previously had 
been given a life sentence in connec- 
tion with the murder of Finley, and 
who also is a brother-in-law of Treece 
walked into the courtroom and stood 
near him. Officers said that a feud 
had existed between the two families 
for several years.
